The  Lieutenant  (iovernor  informs  tho  Iie{<isl;i.tivc  Council,  ttiat  in  consequence  of 
lliis  Province  being  Inviulcd  tnxl  assailed  Uy  n.  fon^ign  enemy,  and  being  tlic  scene  of  act,n;)l 
military  o|M?rations,  Colonel  hosier,  tlie  OHiccr  in  command  of  Her  Mujesfy's  land  force-,  lia.^ 
a'<aumed  tlio  entire  military  antlioriiy  antl  command  over  the  Troop.s ;  lliat  lie  i-=  also  in  com- 
mand of  till-  Mililiu;  and  lliat  the  Commissary  (ieneral  at  CluelKK'  has  comiminicaled  to  the 
(JIficer  in  chiirtije  ol' the  CommisHarial  here,  that  consistently  with  the  rules  of  the  Service,  no 
ex|»ensoa  can  he  allowo<l  nnlegs  sanciioniMl  hy  the  authority  of  the  Military  Clommander,  ujjon 
whom  the  jirotcction  nl'the  l'ro\iiue  lias  thus  necessarily  devolvi'd. 

The  J,ieiitrnant(ioveriior(akc>  this  opjiortunity  to  communicate  to  the  J ,,egislative Council, 
thathaviii;^  had  tin;  misfortune  to  dilli;r  from  Her  Majesty \s  (Jovernment,  on  one  or  two  jioints 
of  Colonial  oolicy,  ho  fell  it  his  duty,  on  liie  10th  of  tSepttmber  last,  respectfully  to  tender  lo 
Her  Majesty's  Principal  J^ecretary  of  Stale  for  the  Colonic.s,  the  resignation  of  the  important 
station,  which  tiir  a  short  lime,  In'  has  had  the  honor  to  hokl  in  this  Province. 

His  lesignalion  iiaving  been  {graciously  aciiPpttxI.  llie  Lieutenant  (j(j\eiiuir  has  to  iiit()nn 
the  Legi.slative  Council,  that  he  ye.slerday  received  oihcial  inliirmation  that  licr  ifaji'-'ty  has 
l)eeii  pleased  to  ap|ioint Colonel  SirCJeorge  Arthur,  to  be  Lieutenantt  iDVcrnor  ol  I  p[)er  ('inuiila, 
and  that  His  E.xcellency  nmy  be  e.xpecteil  lo  arrive  here  in  a  IV'W  days. 

Under  the  peculiar  circiimslances  in  which  the  Province  is  at  present  placed,  the  F.ieutcnani, 
Governor  feels  conlidi'nt,  that  the  Legislative  Couni'il  will  rejoici;  with  him  at  the  ap|>ro;icliin!; 
arrival  of  an  Otiicer  of  hiyh  character  and  considerable  ex[iorieuce,  vviiosc-  rank  in  the  Aimy 
will  enublc  liim  lo  combine  the  Military  comman(i  with  the  Civil  (iovcrnnii'iii  of  this  Province.

in  ProviiK  lal  Parliament  as'^emblcil.  Iic^  to  icturn  mir  respectful  thanks  to  'Nour  Kxcclli'iicy 
for  c'Mnmniiicating  lo  u^  the  |:ui,  which  is  at  this  crisis  parli(  ul.irly  impurlant,  that  by  the 
regulations  of  Her  .M.ijesly's  servico  tluj  command  of  ihc  'i'roops,  and  ot  the  .Militia  cmplovid 
in  defence  ot'  this  J'rovince,  ciiiiuit  be  united  in  \'our  E.xceliency's  person  with  ilie  Ailminis- 
Iration  of  the  Civil  (iovcrmiu'til 

It'^'our  Excelleiiiy  wore  lo  I'ontiuue  to  represt-nt  Her  Maji -ity  in  lliis  Colony,  vvr  arc 
persuaded,  th.it  under  jiresent  circumstances,  such  a  se|mratioii  of  the  Civil  power  from 
llic  .Militarv  Command  would  bi;  liUely  to  \cin\  to  very  unliu-tunatc  results,  since  military  rank 
ond  experience,  althonuh  they  are  by  no  means  iiicom|alible  witii  the  peculiar  ipialllii  atiiH 
which  are  reipiisite  to  i;ive  conlidenee,  animation  and  ellect,  to  the  .Military  Force,  are  not 
nlways  to  bi'  iiiuiid  united  vv  itii  llieni. 

\V(!  beg  to  n>snr(>  Vour  Excelli'iicy  lliat  we  learn  with  extreme  regret,  that  the  Civ  il 
(iovernnient  of  this  Province  i-  lo  continne  lor  so  slmii  a  lime  in  Vour  Exi  elk  ne\',-i  chan'c. — 
It  is  not  known  to  us  upon  what  parlii  nlar  |<oiiils  Vour  Excellency's  views  have  dilfered  so 
essontially  from  those  of  Her  Majesty's  Government  that  Vour  Excellency  was  iiidiu  cd  to 
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toiuli-r  \iiur  vosignalion  ;  bill,  wo  know,  ih:it  at  no  period  in  ilio  liislory  of  tapper  Canada  has 
iis  jiolitical  comlilioii  boon  snob  us  oiiobUo  l>o  inoro  satisracl.oiy  to  tlic  Miiii<lcis  of  tbc  Crown  : 
and  we  ieel  lliat  not  Upper  Canada  (nily,  but  the  Empire,  owes  to  Voiir  Exeeliency  n  large? 
debt  ol  gratiliide,  liir  yonr  lirm  and  manly  avo\v;d,  upon  ail  oreasions,  o(  ilioso  .sentiments  which 
became  tlie  Ke]ircsentalivc  ol  a  ]3riti.>^h  Monarch,  and  lor  tlie  unwaverini,' support  which  Your 
Excellency  has  never  failed  to  i^ivc  to  ihc  establi.-lied  jirinci[)lc3  of  the  Constitution. 

It  is  this  learless  adherence  to  rii^rht  ))rinciples,  rather  than  to  i-xpediency.  which  lia.s 
enabled  \  onr  F.xccllency  to  mlly  round  the  (io\crnment,  in  a  moment  of  dnnuer.  the  arms  oi' 
an  imited  IVopio  :  and  to  exliibit  ibis  Province  to  our  .Sovereion,  and  to  the  world,  in  a  jwslure 
\vbi<'li  must  connnand  for  its  brave  and  loyal  inhnbitant.s  the  highest  admiration  and  respect. 

ll  the  result  ol  \our  Cxcellency"*  lirm  and  uiiC(unpromising  ]iolicy  shall  impress  njmn 
Her  Majesty's  Government  llic  <  onviclion.  that  liiey  necil  not  fear  to  support  in  T^pjier  Canada 
the  principles  of  the  liritish  Const itntirui,  it  will  have  produced  an  elfect  of  inlinite  value  to  this 
Colony  :  and  will  have  supplied  v  hat  we  believe  has  been  chielly  wanting  to  insure  its  permanent 
tranquillity. 

But  the  TiCgislatise  Council  cannot  refrain  from  cxpressinp;  the  regret  with  which  thev 
have  obsei'\ed.  in  the  ca~e  of  Your  Excellency,  and  ol  y<iur  respected  and  gallant  Fredeiessor, 
that  ynur  C(umcc)i(ui  with  the  tiovernment  of  this  Colony  has  seemed  incapable  of  being  pro- 
tracted, with  satisfaction  to  yoursehes.  iieyond  the  i)eriod  when  it  became  evident  that  no 
submission  would  be  made  by  you  to  a  sjiirit  of  fa'-tions  discontent,  which  nothing  can  appease 
but  the  ilestruction  of  British  rule. 

We  beg  Your  Excellency  to  believe,  that  the  Legislative  Council  will  ever  entertain  a 
gralelul  recollection  of  the  justice  and  condescension  which  they  have  always  had  occasion  to 
acknowledge  in  their  intercourse  with  Your  Excellt>ncy  ;  and  that  they  participate  deeply  in 
the  feeling  ol' general  regret  at  Your  Excellency'-^  approachina  dej)arture  from  this  rrovinc«-.
